fall  finding  its  way  into  the  springs.  A  chlorinating  plant  has  novT  be  eh 
installed  on  the  Moor  and  the  water  is  again-  satisfactory. 


(c)  The  Sowden  Beck  and  Cr anchor;  Bottom  give  supplies  that  are  liable  to 

act  upon  lead  pipes  and  so  we  do  not  allow  anyone  to  use  these  pipes.  *

At  Thornton  Steward,  the  scheme  was  approved,  the  contract  let  and 
the  successful  contractor  was  await  ip;;  an  improvement  in  the  weather 
before  starting  work. 

The  scheme  for  the  village  of  Horschouse  was  started  and  completed 
during;  the  year.  There  are  now  only  two  villa  res  awaiting  sewerage  systems, 
Redmire  and  Hauxwell.  The  Red  mire  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council's 

Consulting:  Engineer  and  was  awaiting  the  Ministry's  approval  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  small  village  scheme  for  Hauxwell  is  being  prepared  by  myself.

When  the  sewerage  schemes  for  Carlton,  Thornton  Steward,  Redmire 
and  Hauxwe  11  are  completed,  eighty  six  per  cent  of  the  dwellings  in  the 
district  will  have  main  drainage  connected  to  sewage  works  maintained  by 
the  Council.  The  remainder  of  the  dwellings  are  mainly  scattered  farm 
houses.  These  cannot  be  connected  to  any  main  scheme. 

There  remains  to  be  carried  out,  improvements  to  existing  sewage 
works  at  East  Wit  ton,  Constable  Burton,  Leyburm  and  Middle  ham* 

The  Ouse  River  Board  Inspector  regularly  samples  the  effluents 
leaving  our  works  and  no  complaints  were  received  during  1963.

Pood  found,  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  surrendered  by 
shop  keepers  and  others  is  destroyed  by  burning.  Unsound  meat  from  the 
slaughterhouses  is  taken  away  by  contractors  each  Wednesday.  It  is 
processed  and  converted  into  fertilisers  and  animal  foods.  During  the  year 
the  following  articles  of  food  from  retail  shops  were  dealt  with  and 
d  e  s  tr  oyed  .
